CHEERING PROSPECTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. March 21.—The Democrat- 
ic surepgth in the House will be increased to 100 
members by the gain in New Hampshire, and 
the dc olen of the Committee on Elections to- 
dav in favor of Edwards (Dem.) whose seat was 
contested. Three more are expected from the 
Connecticut election, two from California and 
two trom Texas, which will meke ths House 
stard at tbe next session 136 Republicans to 107 
Democrats, as there are 23 members and a ma- 
jority In 172. The Democrats will then only lack 
15 votes to control the House. However, 
with the present number which destroys the 
two-thirds rule, and the reisforcemeats they 
are constantly receiving f om the Revenue Re- 
form Republicans, they have thus far in the 
session carried every measure they have brough: 
forward, and defeated all attempts of ih? Radi- 
cals at extieme legislation.

The Victim of a Servile Senate as 
Elaborated by George Alfred 
Townsend— W here the Wily,

CHARLES AT HOME. 


[George Alfred Townsend In Chicago Times.) 

I could not help thinking, as I rang the 
door—bei] at Senator Sumner’s house, on 
Mondey evening, what frequent and different 
relat.iops he had occupied to us all. 
experience was, perbaps, that of the average 
American. 

SUMNER IN PERSPECTIVE. . 

My first recoliéctions reached back to tbat 
conservative time when it was a part of our 
common patriotism and natienal prejudice to 
dishke an abolitionist. Then came his biting 
speech on the Barbsrism of Slavery, followed 
#0 speedily by. the Brooks’ assatilt, that our 
minds were left in a sort of chaotic condi- 
tion as to wheulier he ought to be sympathized 
wita, or the assassin congratulated. At all 
events, be could never again, after that, be- 
come to ns an obscure personage, and the 
marks of the whip,’in time, appeared to us 
to be’ the common scars of é¢very iatel 
ke'nal Northern man, As the Repub- 
jican party gained volume, the unity of 
purpose, avd, cacting itself aloof from the 
mere advocacy of a humanity, took the 
broader ground of a national reform, and 
stood forth disticctly as the victorious chim 
pion of a political necessity, Mr. Sumaei 
changed charactc¢r in our eyes, and he became 
a kind of political doppelganger, somethtag 
of the shadow of his former sectionalism and 
red calsm remaining, while the bolder pro- 
portions were also recognized of a practical 
end ardent statesman. We saw in him the 
Senatorial ally of Mr. Seward, whose diplo- 
macy, hke the flaming sword of the cherubim 
waved offevery Foreign State, while mean- 
time Chase was making us a purse, and Stan- 
ton directed our domestic armies. It is not, 
perhaps, invidious to eay that the only 
department of the Executive Government 
which got help from Congress was the State 
Department, and it was Charles Sumner who 
gave it; Mr. Chace was picked at all the while 
by little echool-bouse financiers in the Senate,

THE SUMNER MANSION, 


Tbe residerce of Mr, Sumcer is altogether 
the biigbtest, most cheeriul, aud most metro- 
politan-looking bouse fo the Capital City. It 
is a brick Gwelling, four stories high, with 
a wansard roof, on the cor.er of two pleasant 
streets, within hallooing distauce of tbe 
Waite House. <A green square, full of trees 
and birds, reacbes from it to the mansious 
of the Executive, the Vice President, and 
to the Departments of War and Finance. 
Tbe large botel called the Arlington com- 
pletely encompasees Senator Sumner’s house, 
the ladies’ ball and the promenade parlors of 
the hotel cutting it off from the house of 
Senator Pomeroy. A cool, green yard and 
iron fence make a re-entering angle between 
Mr. Sumcer’s front door and the hotel front 
door, aud the street is paved with asphalte, 
so that no loud reverberations shake the 
house, while yet there is the perpetual chee:- 
fulness around it of carriages coming aud go- 
ing, ladies and children walking, and, within 
view, are the bomes of General Bancroft 
General Fremont, General Irwin, Genera 
Butler, Caleb Cushing, the maao- 
sion of Mr. Seward, the Freaock Munis- 
ter’s, Scmpator Cuasserly’s, Speaker Blaine’s, 
Mr. Fish's, ard those of many other public 
cheracters. The proprietor of the Arlington 
Hotel, Mr. Corcoran, wished to dispossess 
Mr. Sumner of this house by «purchase, but 
having arranged it for bis own convenience, 
and filled it with bis books and pictures, Mr. 
Sumner would not give it up. He bas re- 
signed his house in Boston, and lives in 
Washington the whole year round, excepting 
three months in summer. He is attached to 
this house, and here be gives occasional din- 
uers—generally to distinguished people of his 
own State, and to those toreigpers who, by 
reason of his official relations with their coun- 
tries, must staud In social rapport with him; 
and ro ore bas ever been known to leave his 
heuse, the ident excepted, who 
did not feel that the Senator from 
Massachusetts, atad Chairman of our 
Foreign Relations Committee, was acting, at 
his own expense, the part of the liberal host, 
aud the representative, at his home, of Amer- 
ican Senatorial hospitality. No wonder that, 
after his long service—equal to the whole life- 
time.ofany young mav,and under so many 
different administrations, Pierce, Bucbapan, 
Lincolv, Johnson, Grant, five out of eighteen 
American Presidents—Mr, Sumner should 
have come to be a jealous Ss upon bis 
particular com mittee; end, having labored ali 
bis days to barmonize and enlighten the 
United States, that he should look with re 
pulsicn upon the effort of a President—whose 
statesman: hip is crude as a martinet’s—to di- 
vert the American mind from its own arena 
and institutions into the semi-violent occupa- 
tion of a tropical island for the benefit of cer-

Of course, there are few public men 
who cculd be trusted to this wholesale ex- 
tent; but it is a great ingredieut of the public 
man to fee) that be is truly delegate and rep- 
resentative, and tbat stability and mavhood 
stand bebind bim. According to my judg- 
ment, there is pot one practical coamearsl, 
native to New Englaud, m the entire New 
England delegation. 
saw, asthe stroug man opened these let- 
ters, ope after the other, how tenderly ne es- 
tcemed them ard what strength they gave 
him. He did vot fly at his mail and tear it 
open like a novice, but, with the coo] method 
of one accustomed to much correspondecce, 
he opened. the envelopes wi'h bits of conver- 
tation between eacd letter, and read passages 
aloud He told us that he never made a step 
without knowing that Massactusetts was 
somewbers beck in the dark, and that, though 
he should wander, the old State would never 
budge. It would give its angels charge con- 
cerning him, lest at any time he might fall 
and dash his foot against a stone. 
think I teed point no stronger moral to 
fny new community. Io like manver the 
South derived its greatest force from Virgicia, 
the Souibern Marsacbusetts, which slways 
supported its generals in the froot. There is 
a difference between State pride and State 
rights; the righte must be adjudicated, but 
the pride is in the citizen. 
SUMNER DEPICTED. 


Aud thus, reading his evening mai!, the old- 
st member of the United States Senate, sat 
complacently, though in poor bealth, hearing 
the echoes he was used to interpreting, like a 
huoteron the Alps, guided by the borns of 
towns. Yon all know his stature and - 
ance, his large girth and tall height, the fluids 
of his body somewhat plethoricaod making 
creases iu his face, his air ot good living, his 
decisive yet heavy carriage, his small eyes, 
wide apart and fixed like measuring sights— 
the one with a vertical axis, the other hari- 
zorntal—the broad, brownish gray wave of his 
bair, bis deep, hoaree vo'ce, with texsder 
pesages in i, majesty in his maoner 
end belief, yet often the sweetest def- 
ereice in his inquiry.

The Italian Guaranties. 


The bill granting new guaranties to the 
Pope is divided into two parts, of which 
the first half has beet adopted, This first 
palt is sub-divided into thirteen articles. 

The first three articles define the per- 
sonal standing: and position of the Pope 
in the Itahan’ kingdom. His person . is 
declared to be sacred and inviolable. At~ 
tacks or provocations to an attack on him 
are to be punished in the same manner as 
if they were made on the King, and any 
insults or libels on him are to be rigidly 
punished. This will put a curb to the 
many fierce attacks made on the head o! 
the Catholic Church by the radical organs 
-of Italy, and will be a bitter pill to them 
and their party, although it has been coat- 
ed a little by a clause which states that: 
this article is not meant to put any shackles 
on the free discussion of religious ques- 
tions. The third of the articles defines 
the relative standing of the King and the 
Pope, and grants the precedence to the 
latter. Even the moderates were opposed 
to this, as they thought it contrary to the 
dignity of their sovereign to be outranked 
by a priest, for as such and no more the 
liberal party of Italy resognizes the Pope. 
But as the government party showed that 
the other Catholic monarchs pgid the 
same honors to the Pope, the article was 
finally accepted with the rest. This article 
also gives the Pope the right to keep a 
certain number of Swiss and noble guards 
for the proper protection ot his person and 
his palaces. 

The fourth article grants an annual al- 
lowance of 3,225,000 franca to the Holy See, 
This sum is the same as that which was 
formerly expended for the private use of 
the Pope, the sessions of the Apostolic 
College and other assemblies of a like char- 
acter, and the maintenance of a Papal ad- 
ministration abroad. The sum is designed 
to pay for the household expenses of the 
Pope, for the maintenance of the Papal 
palaces and the museums, galleries and

We have seen 


public debt of Italy in the name 
ot the Holy See ot Rome. In case that 
any vacancy should ensue in the papal 
dignity it will still be paid, in order to de- 
tray the expens«s of the Apostolic College. 
It cannot be diminished by any act of the 
Italian government, even if the latter 
should undertake to assume the charge of 
the maintenance of the libraries and muse- 
ums, and is freed trom all local, provincial 
and general taxation. 

The fitth article guarantees, besides this 
money allowance, to the Pope the Vatican 
Palace, the Palace of the Lateran and all 
the outbuildimge, gardens, etc., attached to 
these two palaces; also the Castel Gondolto, 
with all its dependencies. The Holy Father 
holds them by the same tenure as the 
money allowance, and they are likewise 
tax free. But the museums, libraries and 
all objects of art in the palaces are de 
clared to be national property, and the 
ministry will regulate the rules for the ad- 
mission of the public to them. 

The sixth and seventh articles, however 
are especially obnoxious to the opponents 
of the bill. The first of these articles de- 
clares the persons of the cardinals sacred 
and inviolable during the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the death or resignation of the 
Pope. Neither judicial nor political au- 
thorities can touch them during the 
interval, and the government is bound to 
guard the conclaves and ccumenical 
councils from improper interruption. The 
seventh article goes still further. It estab- 
» | lishes a perfect inviolability of the prem- 
ises occupied by the Pope or the conclave 
of cardinals or the cecumenical council. 
No pubhe officer can penetrare ito any 
building occupied by the Pope or the 
conclave of cardinals or the ccumenical 
council, either permanently or temporarily, 
and exert his official authority there with- 
out the consent and authority of the Pope, 
the conclave or the council. This privilege 
is equal to the right of asylum enjoyed by 
the ancient priests ef Greece and Egypt, 
who could shield any criminal trom 
justice by keeping him in the confines ot 
their temples. But, while they were 
obliged to surrender him atter a certaia 
la_se of time, no such duty is imposed on 
the Pope and the cardipals, so that their 
adberents epjoy pertect immunity from the 
penalties of the laws, and can do any out- 
rage without fear of punishment, uuless 
their masters choose to surrender them to 
justice. 

The eighth and ninth articles guarantee 
to the Pope  periect treedom in 
the performance of his spiritual 
functions. No authority has any 
right to confiscate the acts or papers of 
any papal bureau or assembly, and the 
Pope has a perfect right to publish any de- 
cree or message in whatever form he deems 
best. 

The tenth article stipulates that foreign. 
ers who come to Rome to assist in the 
functions ot the papal ministry shall not 
he exposed to any examination on the part 
of the Italian authorities and shall enjoy 
all the privileges of Italian citizens. 

The eleventh article grants to the papal 
embassadors the same rights as to those of 
foreign powers. 


The twelfth article gives the right tothe 
Pope to correspond freely with all the 
world, He can either transmit his letters 
by a special mail department at his own 
expense or else give them in sealed_pack- 
ages to the Italian mail. He had the 
franking power, and all letters addressed 
to him are free. The same privilege ex- 
tends to telegraphic messages, and this 
right can be exercised by him personally 
or through his subordinates. His couriers 
are as inviolable as those of — em- 
bassadors. 


The last article guarantees to the Pope 
the right to have the sole control of the 
seminaries for priests in the city of Rome. 
These privileges, it will be seen, are of 
the most extended character; but, while 
they irritate and discontent the Italian 
republicans, they are far trom satisfying 
the Holy See, who rejects them sternly 
and knows no compromise save the com. 
plete restoration of the temporal power of 
the Pope.

tion; and to prove that fact I furnished you 
the charge of a Judge—Judge Pryor, spoken 
ot by the,Senator from Kentucky as one of 
the most eminent men inthe State—and that 
charge contains. all the material allegations 
that are necessary to make out this resolution, 
excepting only tbat Judge Pryor was of 
opicion that it was not a political organiza- 
tion; but the evidence we have before us as 
to the organization in North Caroliaa, the 
oath, ard the whole circumstances, show that 
notwithstanding the opinion of Judge Pryor 
it is a political organization, and is ils See 
serving Of all the denunciatfon made by him. 

More than that, I read from a Democratic 
paper of high character; and pow we have 
the indorsement of the Senator from Kea- 
tucky of the extract read from the Louisville 
Covetsr-JourwaL. Although I had known 
asa matter of curreut bistory that the G>v- 
ernor of the State of Kentucky had with 
promptress and great fidelity called the at- 
uniiop of the Legislature to these outrages 
aid arked for acditioual power to put them 
down, jct, not having the message of the 
Governor before me, I do not feel at liverty 
to in'roduce his testimony to show the state 
of facts that I alleged existed in Kentucky. 
Now, that gentleman. instead of being Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, is here as a Senator, but 
' [ have in my hacd his message. This, i be- 
| lieve, is the annual message of the Governor 
| of Kentucky, and after this anuual message a 
special message was sent iv, | am told, set- 
ting out more in detail, aud perhaps wits 
more clearness and precision —— 

Mr. Stevenson—The Senator will allow me 
to say that the annual message is the only 
meérsage in which I spoke of the outrages. [ 
s¢nt ip a special message, which I have before 
me, and which be can read. As soon as 
beard of this mail outrage on the 26th of Jan- 
| tary, as soon as [ received a statement of it, I 
sent ip a special meseage reprobating it iu the 
stror gest terms, and admitting that the Fed- 
, eral Government had a right to employ eituer 
| a colored ora white agent witbio the sphere 
of its duty, and that everybody should stunud 

by it. 
| Mr. Sherman—I will pass by that. I want 
to show now by the testimony of the Senator 
from Kentucky when Govervor of that State 
that the substantial allegatign that I made in 
regard to those disguised outlaws roaming 
Over the State of Kentucky, committing crime 
avd violence, is true, as stated by the Gov- 
ervorof Kentucky to the Legislature of that 
State in his anuaal medsage. I will ask the 
Secretary to read thetwo extracts which I 
bave mark 

The Chief Clerk read as followe: 

“During upd immediately fcllowirg the war 
Kentucky, from its geographical position asa 
porder State, was subj-cted to a more severe or- 
deal from this cause than her neighbors, and ac- 
coroingly, during the frst years of wy admiais- 
tration, lewlessness in some portions of the Com- 
monwealib manifested dtselfin formidable or- 
ganization, which defied the loca! auchority, and 
perpetrated deeds of open violence under the 
' pr ete xt of regulating oroer and punishing crime. 

ythense of the mili‘ ta at my command, and 
the exhibition of my frm purpose to suppress 
such practices atail bazaids, traquillty was re- 
stored, atd there bas not been for some time io 
the localtites which had suffered from such law- 
les#ness envy demonstrations having the sem- 
viance Of organized resistance of the law. Still, 
in various portions ofthe Statr, there have been 
committed oy lawless persons, acting in bodies 
generally under cover of night, and sometimes 
in disguise, acts of viclence upon individuals, 
ei her wholly tunccent of offense er only subj2ct3 
of criminal prosecution through the courts, most 
of which class of violators of the law bave es- 
caped deteciicn and punl-hment.”’ 

Mr Sbhermau—There is, in proper language 
a dépupciation of these outrages of which i 
most heartily approve. [ do not think | have 
said anything much stronger than the Gov- 
ernor of Kcptucky, now our ponored collcague 
here, says. He says they were armed and 
organized, sometimes iu disguise, committing 
offenses that could no® be puvished; that 
they moved in bodies at night. If ihat is not 
the Kuklux Klan, what in the name of the 
devil in bellis it? Here is a déscription of 
the Kukiux Klan organized; and the Goverr- 
or ot Kentucky, although he does not ea!) it 
by that name, because they decy that they are 
Kukiux, describes the organization, and 
these men belonged toit. Now, let me sey 
in all kindness to my honorable friend f:om 
Kentucky that all I ask, ail] demand, is ihat 
Corgress shall exercise the ssme power and 
vigilance and authority and law for putting 
them dowen that he invekes of the Legiaia- 
ture of Kentucky. 

The Governor of Kentucky goes on and 
points out the aefects of the militia law; he 
calls for a military force; ne calls for the or- 
ganization of the militia, for new power o 
the part of the Governor, for additional au- 
thority in him to pat down these outrages; 
and he says he will do it. He speaks in every 
respect like a man and a patriot. Now, I 
will ask that the next clause that I marked- 
be read from the message. 

The chief clerk read as follow:: 

The other agency at my command, io the -up- 
presslop of violence or in the execution of the 
law, is throngh the militia of the State. In its 
use I am, however, quite as much restricted as 
in the matter of proclamations. My authority 
extends no further than to order out the militia 
ofa countr, upon the aoplication of the local au- 
thority setting forth the necessity of their use in 
support of the civil power, or in case of immi- 
neut danger ofriot. The same authority is vest- 
ed m the judges of the various courts and the 
sheriffs and mayors of cities. Up n several cc- 
casions, when applied to, I have ordered out the 
local militia, but without authority, in ordinary 
cases, tO act, + xcept In response to the call of 
the local officers charged with the execution of 
the laws. Little good bas resulted tn the-e latter 
cases save in the moral eflect of such demonstra- 
Lions. 

What is the most efficient remedy for the sup- 
pressiod of these growtng evils rests exclusively 
with sou. Whetber in the establishment of a 
«ell-organized police system, under an: ficient 
head, or in some othe? way, must be determined 
by the law-making power. Iam quite sure that 
bo measure can be completely successful with- 
out conferring upon the Executive additional 
discre!lovary power, Im any 
to act where the public security requires it, 

In this connection I desire to repeat my sug- 
gestions, 
| uons, of tbe absolute n+ cessity of a thorough 
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| adjunct tp the enforcement of law. 
| Mr. Sberman—Tte honorable S#bator, find- 
ing that the laws are ineffective, that these 
| organizations are superior to the laws of 
towne and the organization of the militia, 
| asks for new military power, authority to call 
| out the militia and power touse them. I did 
not venture to go so far as my honorabie 
friend from Kentucky. I did not venture to 
| powwt out to the Senate the remedy. All I 
wished was to present the facts; but bis

the COUMER-JOURNAL Was sent yesterday to ia- 
quire into the ac\ual state of the case. Mrs, Gary, 
the Superiniendant of the institution, in reply :o 
@ question as to what occasioned the charges.o! 
mis ni, made a statement which ts sub- 
stantially given. fhe verbal ts he af- 
terwards found to colipcide With ithe eniries in 
the minute book: 

Towards the close of last year the resident 
giaduates, Drs. Sauter and Dougias, were re- 
proved by the superintendent for boisterous 
copduct, bul they resepied her ioterference in

unavailing. she complained to the Commission- 
ers, #ho, Of November 8, 1870, instructed the 

clerk to noilfy Drs. Sauter and Dougias that their 
resignation would be accepted by the Board. 
The gentlemen received the commupication 
from the clerk, but refused to resign, and ad- 
dressed a leiter to the Beard of Commissioners 
desiring €n investigation of the cage. This let- 
ter Was received by the Board on December 14, 
{-70, and, in consequence of the representation 
of Mrs, Gary Of a marked improvement in the 
conduct ip the gentliemes against whom she had 
mace complaint, it was laid overtg be acted up- 
OL at the ext meeting.

At this 
point Cartisie slipped and fell op be back, when 
McKiuoney inflicted ’® second wound'in the right 
ehoulder, three inches in length, which will 
‘most likely prove fatal.
